Government Experts Will 


Help Combat the Epidemic 


of Infantile Paralysis

New York, July 8.—Although this 


was the hottest day since the be- 
ginning of the epidemic of Infatile 
paralysis two-weeks ago, there were 
fewer fatllitles from the disease than 
yesterday. During the 24-hours pre- 
ceding 19 O'clock this morning the 
disease killed 
18 children 
in the 


greater city, thirteen of this number 
dying in Brooklyn.

geon General W. C. Rucker of

Federal public health service, came 
here today from Washington to con- 
fer with the local health officers and

The federal exports will 


concentrate their efforts upon pre- 
venting the spread of the dlaeaae to 
other states.

western front have been temporarily 
handicapped by heavy rains in the 
further pushing of their offensive, 
the Russians 
under General Brus- 


siloff are continuing to drive back 
the Teutonic lines in the east. 


Further notable progress has been 


made by the Russians in Volhynia, 
where their movement upon the im- 
portant railway center of Kovel is 
gaining in force. Today's Petrograd 
announcement shows them at Gruzi- 
atyn, 30 miles southwest of Kovel. 
Further north their lines have been 
pushed forward to Dolzyca, on the 
main road from Kolki to Maniewicze 
station on the Kovel-Sarny railway, 
the capture of which by the Russians 
was reported yesterday. 


In Galicia, where Count Von Both- 


mer was recently compelled by Rus- 
sian pressure to fall back to the line 
of the Koropiec, a dozen miles west 
of th<» Stripa, a new advance of the 
Russian is reported. 


In the region between Riga and 


Volhynia the Germans are developing 
more 
formidable resistance to the 


ne"w Russian offensive and some re- 
cession of the Russian lines In tha 
Lake Narocz region, south of Dvinsk, 
Is admitted. The battle near Baron- 
ovichi is still 
raging 
with 
little 


change in positions. 


In the field of the western offen- 


sive of the allies a rainy night was 
employed chiefly by the British in 
strengthening the positions won yes- 
terday in their drive to bring their 
lines up to a level with those of the 
French on their right flank. 


Heavy French 
guns 
now being 


brought up are counted upon to as- 
sist in a further advance of the Brit- 
ish by pounding the southerly side of 
the German salient south and east 
of Contalmalson. 


The French wers busy with mlonr 


operations last night on the Somme 
front, making a successful surprise 
attack near Belloy-en-Santerre and 
gaining 
ground 
east of Estrees in 


hand grenade operations. 
They re- 


port the 
capture 
of 40 additional 


prisoners. 


There has been violent artillery 


activity in the Verdun sector, but no 
resumption of infantry attacks.

Ltfe of the Atmosphere. 


The three gases, oxygen, nitrogen 


and carbonic acid gas, which are found 
In the air about us arc constantly being 
used up. AH living animal creatures 
are at all times taking oxygen out of 
the air to live on. Certain microbes 
are using up quantities- of the nitrogen 
all the time, and the plants live on the 
carbonic acid gas. But white these 
different kinds of life between them 
use up rue air, they give back some 
thing also. The plants give off oxygen. 
The bodies ot the animals and plants 
when they die decompose, and as they 
are full of nitrogen that is given back 
to the air in that way, and then all 
living creatures are always throwing 
oft carbonic acid gas through their 
lungs, and thus everything that la 
taken oat of the air Is put back again. 
The plants live on carbonic add gas 
and give us back oxygen. The living 
creatures live on oxygen and give off 
carbonic acid gas, and when they die 
their bodies put back In the air the 
nitrogen which the microbes take out, 
and so consumption and production are 
about equal all the time.—Philadelphia 
Press.

It suggest- 
ed that they were reaching out after 
new trade, and it had some effect to 
keep them before the 
public eye. 


But-the chances are that the ad re- 
mained in type a number of weeks, 
in which case its power to attract 
interest, which was strictly limited 
from the start, had waned to a low 
point. 
Comparatively speaking, this 


ad will not sell goods. 


The worst trouble about that "ad 


js that it gives the reader absolutely 
no information. The reader knows 
that every dealer claims 
the 
best 


goods 
at 
the lowest prices. 
He 


knows he wants them to call, and see 
the stocks and he knows every mer- 
chant claims to 
give 
satisfaction. 


The ad was valuable solely for its 
service as a reminder. 


About ten or twenty years ago, a 


ne%v style of advertising came into 
vogue, which might be called 
the 


Fine Writing School, or the Humor- 
ous Ad School. 
The effect was to 


interest the reader by originality of 
composition. 
The ad writer drew 


on his imagination, his gift for met. 
liflous expression, his poetic nature, 
his sense of humor, in fact on every- 
thing except information about the 
goods. 
He ransacked the dictionary 


for pompous and glowing adjectives, 
and he racked his brain for

new joke.
